in India 
BERN, Switzerland (AP) - 


Svetlana Stalina is still some- 
where in Switzerland but diplo- 
matic sources say India may 
turn out to be her permanent 
haven. 


The sources say a return to 


the Soviet Union is out for reli- 
gious and political reasons and 
that the United States and Swit- 
zerland are not eager for anoth- 
er prickly diplomatic issue. 


Since March 11 the daughter 


of the late Soviet dictator has 
been dodging from one Swiss 
mountain hideaway to another, 
pursued by newsmen and pho- 
tographers, She wound up in 
Switzerland after traveling from 
New Delhi, India, where she 
asked the U.S. Embassy for 
asylum on March 6. 


Washington said it had issued 


her a visa for a short-term stay 
in America and would consider 
any definite request for refuge 
if she should decide to make 
one. 


Swiss and foreign diplomats 


say a process of elimination 
makes India the most likely 
sanctuary for 42*year'0ld Svet» 
lana. 


They cite reports from India 


that she has become a Hindu 
and is not likely to want to re» 
turn to her homeland, where 
religion is discouraged. 


Although the U.S. government 


has cautiously expressed will- 
ingness to give her refuge, it is 
sure to be wary of any politi* 
cal embarrassment in a period 
of improving relations with the 
Soviet Union. 


Informed sources say Swit- 


zerland almost certainly will 
not become her adopted coun- 
try. Indications are that the 
government feels already that 
it has tike- on a job too hot to 
handle.

thousands of newsboys to con- 
tinue their jobs. The Arkansas 
Supreme Court ruled on March 
13 that newsboys were not ex- 
cluded from the 1914 Initiated 
Act. 


This would have meant that 


boys under 14 no longer would 
be eligible to be newsboys. The 
bill corrects this. 


The Legislation provides that 


a minor may be employed or 
may enter 
into contract to 


buy. sell, deliver and collect 
for newspapers, 
upon written 


approval 
of his parent or 


guardian. 


However, the measure ran 


into trouble in the Senate be- 
cause of the "Independent con- 
tractor" clause. This had beea 
deleter from- the measure (SB 
488) when it was first approved 
Wednesday.

amended measure back to the 
Senate for concurrence. 


The bill was sponsored by

The Army is solving the problem for many of our combat 


troops in Vietnam by dishing up their meals on paper plates, 


and giving them paper cups to drink from. The Department of 


Defense says about 100.000 paper utensils are used a day. No 


longer does a medic stand in the chow line, checking mess kits 


and trays for cleanliness.

This spring, when Mickey Mantle lets a ball go by, every- 


body notices because not often does a man destined for the 
Hall of Fame get switched late in his career to a position he 
has never played before—not even as a sandlot kid. 


"It's a lot easier than I thought it would be," said Mantle, 


reflectively, as he reviewed his first month as a first baseman. 
"You know what helped me? Playing the outfield all those 
years. As soon as a ball is hit, you break with it in the out- 
field. I find myself doing the same thing at first base. There's 
been none of this business of running to first base, turning 
around and finding the ball is right on top of you while 
you're still looking for the bag. I get there first." 


Mantle looks natural at the position, and he feels natural, 


too. When he came to spring training, the Yankees assigned 
Johnny Neun, their "spring training co-ordinator" and an 
old major league first sacker, to instruct Mantle in the 
nuances of the position. 


"Johnny told me he'd watch me first and see if I done 


And has he done anything wrong? 
"I've been perfect." A broad grin broke across Mickey's 


face. 


Mickey's problem is not so much mastering the art of play- 


ing first—he's already a better glove man than some they've 
had in the Yankees' long processional of first basemen fol- 
lowing Lou Gehrlg—as keeping his 35-year-old body together 
so he can get on the playing field. Because of his debilitated 
legs and a questionable throwing arm, he was no longer an 
asset in the lineup as an outfielder. First base, even in the 
twilight of his career, was a necessity if Mickey wanted to 
keep on playing baseball (and making $100,000 a year). He's 
a good enough athlete to get by. 


"I was worried about grounders," he admitted, "how the 


stretching for them might affect my knees. But it's been no 
problem. The whole thing for me is just not knowing for 
sure what to do.
